Ia  the  United  States  there  are  now 
eight  distinctive  graduating  medical 
colleges  for  women  alon#.’  Two  of  them 
AT*  already  well  established  in  tbessuth 
— Baltimore  and  Atlanta — with  regu¬ 
larly  increasing  classes.  The  Woman's 
Medical  college  of  Cincinnati  is  also 
graduating  increasing  bombers  from 
south  of  that  city,  lo  addition  to  tbe 
above  there  are  47  colleges  for  both 
sexes,  lu  short,  in  round  figure*  500 
female  graduates  in  medicine  are  being 
turned  out  annually  from  tbe  colleges. 
A  large  number  afe  from  tbe  south,  and 
naturally  many  will  cast  their  lot  in 
southern  con*  muni  ties.  It  is  idle  to  at¬ 
tempt  to  resist  tho  logic  of  facta.  In  a 
f*w  more  years  women  doctors  will  cease 
to  be  curiosities  in  the  south.

nod  How  It  Is  Worked. 

There  are  ninny  novel! ten  iu  the  govern 
m *-n t  departments  at  Washington,  and 
especially  In  the  scientific  bureaus.  The 
most  novel  that  has  yet  been  discovered  Is 
a  petrified  lumber  mill  operated  by  the 
geological  survey.  It  isau  institution  that 
bas  not  many  visitors,  its  locatiou  down 
in  tbe  basement  of  the  survey  building  on 
F  street  being  rut !ht  out  of  tbe  track  of 
tbe  regulatiou  sightseer,  but  there  tbe  sur 
vey  lapidaries  grind  thin  sections  of  rock 
and  minerals  of  all  sorts  for  microscopic^ 
examination,  aud  there  Is  a  baud  saw,  the 
invention  of  the  survey,  that  will  cut  any 
thing  from  hot  butter  to  a  quart*  crystal. 

lately  tho  scientists  have  been  sawing 
up  a  lot  of  vegetable  petrifactions  frotu 
Idaho.  They  cun  carve  up  anything  in  the 
shape  of  petrified  log*  » hat  they  can  get 
In  front  of  tbeir  sawing  machine.  Even 
tbe  ossified  man  of  tbe  dime  museum 
wonld  uot  be  safe  from  them,  aud  indeed, 
lately,  they  were  called  on  to  cut  up  a  pet 
ribed  woman,  one  thut  was  on  exhibition 
in  Washington.  After  they  bad  laired  iuto 
one  of  the  damsel's  lower  liinba  a  little 
a  ay  they  struck  a  gas  pij*e.  The  petrified 
lady  nG  made  out  of  |airtlaud  cement, 
ami  the  scientists  gave  her  up  as  a  bard 
case,  which,  iu  fact,  she  was. 

But  the  most  interesting  case  that  has 
come  to  the  petrified  lumber  mill  wss 
know  n  ns  a  cycad,  a  sort  of  vegetable  par 
nsits  which  flourished  ill  the  ereiiiMoric 
forests  of  I  lie  country  some  trillions  of 
ytsm  ago,  tiefnre  the  woolly  elephants  and 
*ut>er  toothed  tigers  had  made  tbeir  np- 
pturnuce  Ip  the  fastnesses  of  the  Hixky 
mountains,  aud  even  further  Iwiek  than 
local  traditions  are  carried  iu  Alexandria. 
Tbe  ejeads  were  practically  mi  unknown 
quantity.  The  lot  sent  It  was,  in  fact,  tbs 
greatest  collection  that  had  ever  been  gath 
erisl.  some  small  specimens  having  tieeu 
secured  hythe  British  museum,  but  uoth 
iug  to  coiu|>are  with  the  giant  IKK)  pound 
one  that  is  now  at  the  National  museum. 
Uue  of  the  small  oues,  weighing  35  or  40 
pounds,  was  sent  up  to  tbu  survey  to  have 
some  section*  made  for  microscopic  exam 
inatiou.  It  looked  very  much  like  a  cocoa 
nut  with  the  husk  ou  aud  was  cut  up 
almost  as  easily  as  though  It  bad  uever 
la-eii  )**t rifled. 

The  Imiid  saw  used  iu  the  work  is  noth 
ing  more  than  an  endless  steel  wire  lie 
I w  ecu  s  i  eighth  and  a  sixteenth  of  ail  inch 
thick,  running  at  a  very  high  rate  of  speed 
over  Inn  good  sized  flywheels.  Water 
and  emery  are  fed  on  the  wire  as  it  runs, 
and  the  saw  conies  as  near  being  an  irre 
sistible  force  as  anything  kuown  iu  the 
cutting  line.  Since  the  invention  of  the 
wire  saw  iu  tbe  survey  i §'•  as  Is-eu  copied 
by  a  number  of  lalionitoi  ies  and  lapidary 
establishments  all  over  the  country. 

Besides  tbe  saw  there  area  number  of 
grinding  machines,  smooth  iron  plates  re¬ 
volving  like  grindstones  flat  side  up  and 
flooded  with  water  and  emery.  On  these 
plates  section*  of  stone  U*  mirroaroptral 
examination  can  he  ground  a  thousandth 
of  mi  inch  or  leas  in  thickneas,  so  as  to  far 
perfectly  translucent  under  strong  light. 
These  sect  ions  are  usually  not  larger  than 
a  10  ccti%  piece,  but  in  examining  the  cy 
cad  a  section  was  wanted  big  enough  to 
aliow  the  plau  of  cell  growth,  ami  a  slab 
w  as  cut  almost  as  large  aa  a  man’s  hand. 
This,  like  all  of  the  atone  specimens,  after 
having  one  side  ground  perfectly  flat,  w aa 
truusferred  to  a  glass  plate,  to  which  it 
was  fastened  with  Canada  nalsaui  It 
is  a  very  beautiful  specimen,  showing  in 
prismatic  colors  tbe  lines  of  cell  partitions 
aud  annular  layers  like  the  rtugs  of  a  tree

A  Novel  PIrro  Stool. 

A  piano  stool  which  has  lately  coitre 
under  our  notice  is  constructed  on-  a 
rather  ingenious  principle.

country  has  to  be  ascertained  lu  working 
up  ita  geological  history  tbe  apreimena, 
carefully  labeled,  have  to  be  sent  heck  to 
tbe  department  iu  Washington  for  study 
amt  classification. 

Three  methods  are  used  in  tbe  ideutifl- 
cation  of  tbe  close  grained  metamorpiiic 
rocks  that  cannot  be  recognized  on  casual 
examination — by  measuring  the  number 
aud  angles  of  the  crystals,  by  chemical 
•nalyaia  to  get  at  the  ebetuteal  conatitu 
euts  of  the  rock,  and  by  ruicroarapic  ex 
amioation,  when,  in  the  thin  aeotkaia,  tbe 
crystalline  structure  cau  be  seen  and  tbe 
chemical  constituents  recognised  by  tbe 
aid  of  polarized  light.  Some  of  tbe  thin 
atone  sections  mounted  on  giaae  slides  are 
very  beautiful  iu  coloring  and  crystalline 
arrangement,  and  others  are  simply  curl 
oua.  One  of  the  most  remarkable  is  one 
of  tbe  rare  minerals,  dumoritite,  which 
baa  lately  been  discovered  in  Arizona,  and 
ia  wbat  ia  known  aa  pleochroic. 

\Nhen  viewed  under  tbe  microscope.  It 
seems  to  be  made  up  of  detached  crystals 
of  deep  blue.  When,  boweverA#he  slide  is 
turned  around  at  a  different  angle,  some 
of  tbe  blue  crystals  disappear  and  others 
spring  into  view. 

One  of  tbe  minerals,  of  which  there  are 
several  deposits  in  this  country,  which  are 
shown  in  the  geological  survey  ’a  collection 
of  slides,  ia  pecldotite.  This  gaina  interest 
from  tbe  fact  that  it  la  tbe  associate  of 
the  diamond  in  arl  of  tbe  great  African 
fields.  Ita  finding  by  Professor  Lewis  of 
Philadelphia  in  Kentucky  some  years  ago 
caused  great  excitement,  and  there  was 
some  warm  prospecting  for  diamonds,  but 
none  was  ever  found.  Ita  connection 
with  tbe  African  diamonds  came  from  the 
(act  that  when  tbe  perldotite  had  come  to 
tbe  surface  in  a  molten  condition  it  bad 
been  forced  through  tbe  clefts  or  faults  in 
some  very  rich  carboniferous  slate  fields. 
Tbe  bot  rock  bad  crystallised  tbe  carbon 
of  tbe  alatc  measures  into  diamonds,  which 
are  found  scattered  slunc  a  few  yarda  on 
each  aide  of  tbe  contact "  Wbat  the  dia¬ 
mond  prospectors  are  looking  for  in  this 
country  is  a  combination  of  perldotite  and 
carboniferous  slates.  Whether  they  will 
find  it  or  not  is  a  question. 

One  of  tbe  many  searcher*  after  artifi¬ 
cial  diamonds  lately  made  an  important 
discovery  that  ia  being  utilised  by  tbe  sur¬ 
vey  and  by  many  manufacturing  estab¬ 
lishments  where  abrasives  such  as  emery 
and  diamond  dust  are  in  use.  Tbs  new 
substance  is  known  as  carbonundum,  aud 
is  tbe  result  of  passing  a  strong  current 
of  electricity  through  a  mixture  of  pow¬ 
dered  carbon  and  flue  aaud  in  a  closed  re¬ 
tort. 

The  chemist  did  not  get  diamonds  for 
bis  trouble,  hut  he  may  yet  wear  them,  as 
tbe  new  compound  promises  to  prova  very 
valuable  and  may  poaalbly  supplant  am- 
try  In  many  commercial  uses. — Washing¬ 
ton  Post.
